THE BRITISH VIEW OF THE ELECTION

English and American Press Comment— 
Conger on the Results Of Tuesday’s 
Contest—Corrected Returns From Iowa 
and Other States—Little Change From 
Earlier Reports—Political News. 


CurcaGo, Ill., Nov. 5.—A. L. Conger, Re- 
publican National Committeeman from Ohio, 
thinks the time has now arrived to talk about 
the candidates for the next presidential cam- 
paign. He believes that the National Com- 
mittee, Which meets at Washington on the 
934 of November, will consider the matter of 
candidates, and adds: ‘‘Then we shall see 
what we shall see. Perhaps we’ll know some- 
thing then.’’ 

regarding the dispatches from Ohio intl- 
mating very strongly that an attempt would 
be made to keep Senator-elect Brice from 
taking his seat and electinga Republican in 
his place, Col. Conger said he did not believe 
any such move would be made, 

‘It would be very unwise todo so,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Senator Brice was elected squarely 
by a Democratic Legislature, and as for his 
being a non-resident of Ohio there is nothing 
inthat. Senator Brice is the best man for 
the place and as his election was regular and 
fair, it would be next toimpossible to carry 
through any scheme to keep him out of the 
office.’’ 

Col. Conger believes the Ohio election has 
demonstrated that the protective system is 
endorsed by the people and that now new in- 
dustries fostered by the McKinley law will 
start up. ‘*The tin plate business I think 
will have a boom,’’ he said. ‘‘Our own tin 
plate factory now being built at Eliwvod

about noon. Some time ago Miss Blood was 
in a building association with Miss Phcebe 
Couzins. The association was intended 
to introduce women to money-making 
through realestate investments, and there 
were a few men init who wereto show the 
women how business was transacted. The 


two elements didn’t get along 
very well together and the men 
stepped out and left the women 


to manage things. In the absence of Miss 
Couzins, whois the nominal President, the 
association has been languishing, and Di- 


rectress Blood turned er attention to 
real estate in general. Her 
energy in this direction has 


finally ied to her being sued just like a man. 
The sult wag filed to-day in the Circuit Court 
by ex-City Counsellor Leverett’ Bell 
and. Jesse A. McDonald, his part- 
ner. Their client is Samuel Slegrist, a 
Oarpenter. Healleges, in his petition, that 
July 31 of this year he bought from Miss 
Bloodand William B. Karr, who is in the 
company of K. C. Blood & Co.,a pieceof 
ground on the Morgan Ford road, 
between Juniata and Hartford streets. This 
property had been bought by Karr from John 
scullin, and had not been paid for entirely, 
but he did not know 
this, supposed it was 
clear of incumbrance. He wasto pay $10 a 
week for the lot and wasto build a house on 
it. Then he wasto receive from the firm a 
loan of ee toclear the property of all 
its debts, giving a mortgage on it, and was to 
repay the money in sums of $15 a month. 

He now claims that having built a house 
worth $1,200, the Blood firm refuses to carry 
out the contract. Hecan borrow the money 
from other persons and pay the firm all he 
owes, but his offerto do this has been re- 
fused. He claims that the firm intends to let 
the property be sold under the right of Scul 
lin, with the intention of buying it 
in and making him lose all he has 
invested, and be asks the Oourt for a decree 
to make Miss Blood and her partner turn over 
the property to him unincumbered .upon his 
payment to them of the amount he owes 


them.

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BRAZIL'S DICTATOR. 


News of the Proclamation of Martial 
Law Confirmed. 


STRUGGLE FOR MASTERY BETWEEN DA 
FONSECA AND CONGRESS. 


Interview With the Brazilian Consul at 
New York—How Governments Are 
Made and Unmade in the Southern 
Hemisphere—Similarity Between the 
Present Trouble and Chili’s Upheaval. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 5.—The Depart- 
ment of State has received a cablegram from 
Minister Conger confirming the report of the 
dissolution of Congress and declaration of 
martiailaw in Brazil. The disturbed state 
of affairs in Brazilis viewed with deep con- 
cern here in view of the importance of Amer- 
ican interests in that country and our close 
trade relations with it. There is rea- 
son to believe that the revolutionary 
movement is being fomented by a consider- 
able party which seeks to re-establish a 
monarchical government in Brazil. Such 
reports as were received during the past few 
months indicated a steady strengthening of 
the republican feeling among the Brazilian 
people, and while the news of the revolution- 
ary movement caused much surprise, and 
will probably lead to the ordering of some of 
our naval vessels to points where trouble 
threatens, itis not generally believed that 
the reactionary element is strong enough tod 
uproot the new Republic. 

When the Republic of Brazil took the place 
of the empire its- president, Deodoro da 
Fonseca, was the most popular military 
leader in the country. He is about 45 years 
old, tall and commanding in appear- 
ance. Prior to the revolution he had 
been entrusted with the Governorship 
ofthe Province of Malto Grosso, and had 
guarded the borders of Brazil during the war 
between Paraguay and Bolivia. While he 
was one of the military idols of the nation, 
he really had little todo with the real work 
of revolution. He was put forward by the 
men who planned the movement in order to 
win the army #rom the Emperor, and was 
chosen head of the Provisional government 
for the purpose of holding the army on the 
side of the Republic. 

The men who were responsible for the 
success of the revolt and who planned and 
executed it were not soldiers, but journalists, 
Senor Quintino Bocayuva and Senor Constant. 
The former accepted the portfolio of Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in Fonseca’s cabinet, while 
the latter was made Minister of War. 

The present crisisin Brazil closely paral- 
lels the origin of the recent revolution in 
Chill, where the contest was between the 
President and Congress, Balmaceda, it will 
be remembered, overriding the will of the 
representatives of the people and the con- 
stitution of the countrys. 


A GREAT SURPRISE. 


BRAZIL’S CONSUL AT NEW YORK INTERVIEWED 

: ON THE SUBJECT. 

NEw YORK, Nov. 6.—The intelligence of the 
trouble in Brazil come like a thunderbolt 
from a clear sky tothe office ofthe Brazilian 
Consul, Gen. Arthur T. De Macedo, No. 22

‘*Haa you an intimation of any trouble in 
By azil?’’ 

**Not the slightest, norhad any one else. 
When I read the private cable I immediately 
sent a dispatchto my country. In it I in- 
formed the Government of the rumor here 
concerning the trouble and asked for infor- 
mation. To that I have not, so far, received 
an answer.’’ 

**What do you infer from the action of Con- 
gress in fixing the process of impeachment of 
the President over his veto?’’ 

**That I look upon as a measure adopted to 
curtail Fonseca’s powerin certain instances. 
Now that Fonseca has dissolved Congress a 
new election of course will follow. But what 
I cannot understand is, who Is likely to be 
Dictator. A little while ago the name of 
Gama was mentioned to me by some one. 
Well, now, Ido not know of anyone of that 
Dame with the exception of the naval com- 
mander, and I hardly believe it means Gama, 
who is an excellent man and a renowned 
naval officer.’’ 

**Oan you assign no reason for the re- 
ported trouble in Brazil?’’ 

“*None in the least. It may be, however, 
that the difficulties are the culmigation of the 
feeling of opposition that has existed be- 
tween Congress and Fonseca and the Gov- 
ernment. The Congress was not on good 
terms with either of the liatter—in fact they 
did not pull together.’’ 

*‘*What was the nature of the trouble?’’ 

*“‘Oh, just a systematical opposition, it 
might be called. If the Government wanted 
one thing of a financial character, Congress 
did not, and there it was. Mr. Decosta, Sec- 
retary of the Brazilian Legation at Washing- 
ton, was in here a little while agoand asked 
me iff had heard ofthe trouble. He had 
been showna cable which gavea few of the 
facts contained in a presscabie. The Secre- 
tary was just as much in the dark as Iam.’’ 

A corroboration of the news was given by a 
notice circulated by the Commercial Cabie 
Co., later in the afternoon, which read as 
follows: 

The Eastern Telegram Co. of London ad- 
vises as follows: Messages for Pernambuco 
and Rio Janeiro can only be accepted at send- 
ers’ risk, the Government having taken pos- 
session of the telegraph offices. Mr. Chas. 
R. Flint said that he received wordof the 
trouble and that wasall. He could give no 
information whatever.

BISMARCK WARNED. |

State Secrets Must Be Respected by the 
Ex-Chancellor. 


ARREST AND PUNISHMENT WILL FOL- 
LOW THEIR PUBLICATION. 


No Abatement of Excitement in Irish Pol- 
itics—Three Members of Parliament In- 
jured—Mrs. Parnell Still Dangerously 
Ill—Movement on Foot to Suppress the 
Slave Trade. 


BERLIN, Nov. 5.—Itis reported that the 
Kaiser has caused Bismarck to be notified 
that any attemptto reveal factsor docu- 
ments connected with the affairsof State 
during his ministry will be fellowed by 
prompt and earnest prosecution. This warn- 
ing has been givenin view of the current 
statements that Bismarck intends in the 
Reichstag to present certain evidence as to 
the causes of his dismissal from the Chancel- 
lorship. Bismarck issaidto have received 
the admonition with very ill grace. All his 
valuable papers save those ot strictly family 
nature arein London, He retains copies of 
some of them, however, and it is these copies 
he proposes to use in the Reichstag, 

An official decree has been issued in Bre- 
men permitting the importation of American 
and British cattle tor breeding purposes, A 
certificate of origin and a favorable report 
from the public veterinarian, both to be paid 
for by the importers, will be required. Fines 
and other penalties are provided for any in- 
fraction of the regulations. 


IRISH AFFAIRS. 


EXCITEMENT INCREASING AS ELECTION DAY 
APPROACHES—GOSSIP. 

Cork, Nov. 5.—Great excitement prevails. 
Both parties are making their final appeals to 
the voters,end an active canvass is progress- 
ing. The arrival of two additional companies 
of soldiery from Dubiin indicates how the 
authorities regard the situation. The police 
will all be on duty either onthe streets or in 
the barracks, awaiting the order to go to any 
place where they may be needed. It is be- 
lieved that a good proportion of the 8,000 
Unionist votes will be thrown for the Par- 
nellite candidate, as there is no expectation 
that Sarsfield can be elected. 

The course of the Parnellites at Waterford 
in attacking the National Federation has 
called out angry protests from several mem- 
bers of their own party, and the more con- 
servative Parnellites are earnestly moving to 
prevent a struggie in Cork on Friday. The 
present indications are that their efforts will 
not meet with success. 


MRS. PARNELL’S CONDITION, 

All the employes of the late Charlies Stewart 
Parnell on his Avondale estate have been dis- 
missed, andthe saw milis and the Arklow 
quarries, which also belonged to Mr. Parnell, 
are to be sold. Only the family mansion will 
be retained. Mrs. Parnell, widow of the dead 
leader, was reported yesterday evening to be 
dying, but this morning Mr. Henry Harrison, 
Member of Parliament forthe middle divi- 
sion of Tipperary, telegraphs that the report 
as to Mrs. Parnell beingina dying condition 
isuntrue. He adds that though sne is still 
prostrated with sickness and grief there is 
every hope that she will recover. 


SLAVE TRADE INCREASING. 

SYDNEY, Nov. 5.—The slave trade between 
Queensland and several of the Polynesian 
groups has been increasing during the pres- 
ent year, and it is said that the Australian 
squadron which recently arrived in these 
waters will be partly utilized to put down the 
trade in question. The planters of Queens- 
land claim that Polynesian labor is a neces- 
sity inthat region, white labor being scarce 
and the native blacks utterly worthless. 


POLISH PATRIOTISM. 

VIENNA, Nov. 5.—Asecret association has 
been formed among the Poles of Galicia, the 
object of which istokeep alive the memo- 
rials of the Polish struggle of about thirty 
years ago. It is said that the members of 
this association have resvlved to destroy the 
memorial to the monster, Mouravieff, should 
Russia persist in the intention to erect one at 
Wilna. 


RUSSIAN FINANCES. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 5.—The directors of 
several of the private banks met at the Im- 
perial Bank yesterday inorder to dicuss the 
financial position. A note was afterward is- 
sued, with the approval ofthe meeting, de- 
nying rumors circulated to the effect that the 
Imoerial Bank had suspended paying ad- 
vances on interest-bearing securities, and 
declaring that the advances will continue to 
be paid as in the past.

Republic Yesterday. 


Peaceful Solution of Differences With 
This Country Probable. 


THE VOICE OF GREAT BRITAIN I8 STILL 
FOR WAR. 


Our Pugnacious Neighbors in a More 
Placid Frame of Mind— The Chosen 
Man Not Related to the Representative 
of Ohili at Washington — Serious 
Charges Made Against American Offi- 
cials by British Naval Officers—Prog- 
ress of the Negotiations. 


VALPARAISO, Nov. 5.—As was formerly an- 
nounced in these dispatches the Liberal 
party won a sweeping victory in the recent 
elections, and this fact made the election of 
a Liberal President a foregone conclusion, 
The constitution of Chili provides that the 
electors chosen by the people shall meet and 
select and electa President. In accordance 
with the proWsion of this section of the con- 
stitution, the Liberal Presidential Electors 
met yesterday and elected as President of the 
Republic for the next five years Admiral 
Jorge Montt. The inauguration ceremonies 
will take place at the Capital, Santiago 
Ge Chili, on Dec. 2B. It is stated 
that the election of Admiral Montt ig 
not only approved by the entire Liberal 
party, but that the leading members of the 
other parties acquiesce in his selection, be- 
lieving that it will tend to consolidate the 
best interests ofthe country. It is further 
belleved that with the institution of the 
Constitutional Government the questions 
now at issue between Chili and the United 
States will be more calmly discussed and 
that the outcome will be satisfactory to both 
nations. 

Admiral Montt was always a pronounced 
opponent ofthe late President Balmaceda, 
and upon the breaking out of the revolution 
he took command of the Congressiona! ficet.

LOUISIANA ORANGES. 


4 
A Big Crop in Plaquemine Parish, Which 
Has Grown Oranges for a Century. 
From the New York Sun. 


The orange crop of Louisiana, which is rap- 
idly approaching ripening, is immense; fh 
fact, one of the largest ever raised. Some of 
the trees are so laden with oranges that the 
branches have to be supported with props to 
prevent their breaking. The crop will be 
a by the end of October and is now about 
past Any danger of damage. 

Nearly all the orange groves in the State 
are in Plaquemine Parish, below New Orleans, 
and on the Mississippi, that being the only 
permion of Loulsiana where the culture can 

carried on successfully. This region in- 
cluds two narrow strips of land lying be- 
tween the Guifand the Mississippi, and the 
water which surrounds the orange farms 
tempers the cold and prevents damage from 
freezing. The culture fs a hundred years old, 
and some of the trees are of nearly that age. 
There has been very little extension of the 
orange culture here recently, those who ex- 
perimented in it having lost heavily from se- 
vere frosts. 

The orange farms are most productive and 
are valued at $1,500 0r more per acre, yield- 
ing $150 to $250 in oranges. ‘There is little or 
no cultivation. The crop is sold on the trees, 
to be gathered by the purchaser and fre- 
quently the sale is made *‘in the bud,’’ when 
the tree has only blossomed and before the 
oranges have formed,all the risk being taken 
by the purchaser and the yments bein 
nade before a single orange has been picked. 

The Louisiana Grange, which is usually a 
cross between thes and the sour orange, 
has suffered in comparison with the Califor- 
nia and Florida product, largely because it 
was roughly handled in the pick ng but the 
trouble has been thoroughly remi », and it 
is growing into favor again.

Maggie Matthews Driven to Suicide 
by Unreturned Affection. 


HER TOUCHING LETTER TO THE MAN 
THAT SHE WORSHIPPED, 


A Former Student of Lindenwood Semin- 
ary in St. Charles Ends Her Life by 
Morphine—Mr. Henry Cons,a Young 
St. Louisan Receives a Parting Letter 
From Her. 


‘*You, who know the inner history of my 
life will understand why I have killed myself, 
How much sweeter itis to die than to live. 
Remember when these lines reach you I will 
be dead.’’ 

These words, telling of a secret sorrow 
which had blighte4’d her life and made death 
welcome, were written by Miss Maggie Mat- 
thews, formerly a student at Lindenwood 
Seminary and well known in North End 
society. Her parents at one time resided at 
1920 St. Louls avenue but returned to Albany, 
N.Y. She had béen visiting the family of 
Mr. and Mrs. Moore at St. Charies, Mo., for 
the past few weeks. 

TOOK MORPHINE. 

Yesterday morning she took a large dose of 
morphine and despite the strenuous efforts of 
several physicians she died last night. The 
only reason known for her, rash act is 
contained in the above words in a letter she 
wrote toa friend, Mr. Henry Cons,an em- 
ploye of Barr’s. He refused to give the letter 
for publication, but in explaining the words 
already quoted gave a detailed history of 
Miss Matthews’ career and his connection 
with the case, 

HER SWEETHEART’S STATEMENT, 

‘*I first met Miss Matthews at Ler parents’ 
home, on &8t. Louls avenue, about 
four years ago,’’ he said. ‘‘She was 
a very handsome girl, tall and dark, with 
most engaging manners.

Drowned While Searching a Wreck—The 
Casualty Record. 

ALPENA, Mich., Nov. 5.—About two weeks 

ago the wrecking tug Emerald came to this 

port to discover, if possible, the location of 


the wreck of the Pewabic, which went down 
several years ago, and secure her treasure. 
After considerable trouble the wreck was 
found .The place was at once buoyed and 
the boat started for this port to coal up.

Wanderers in the Mountain Wilds of 
East Tennessee. 


WILL INMAN AND TRACY CITY BE AT- 
TACKED? 


The Governor Seems Determined to Pro- 
tect These Points From the Raids of the 
Free Miners — Guards Strengthened— 
Something About the Briceville and 
Coal Creek Region. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 5.—The woods of 
East Tennessee are full of escaped convicts. 
They are trying to make their way beyond 
the State line, but knowing little about the 
country many of them may wander 


for days in the mountain and 
valley wilds or getting far 
from the scene of their release. Among 


these wanderers are some of the most des- 
perate men who ever passed a prison door. 
Itis little wonder that the people of the 
State are onxious and want to hear of the 
capture of the convicts. It is said 

hat dead bodies of some of these _ re- 
leased zebra miners have been found on the 
mountain sides, where they have perished 
from hunger and cold. The nights are very 
cold now,and in their half-famished condition 
many more ofthese hunted men may perish 
in the effortto elude capture and gain the 
Kentucky line. 

It is not easy for one who depends upon the 
printed maps of this part of the State to form 
a correct notion of the lay of the region and 
how the coal mines are reached from Knox- 


ville. From Knoxville westward a 
railway runs through one of 
the most picturesque parts of 
the State for a distance of twenty miles. At 


this point the rallway forks. One branch of 
it runs ina northeasterly direction from the 
forks, andonthis arm are found the coal 
fields of Briceville and Coal Creek. On the 
other arm, which pierces the range of high 
hills, a spur of the Cumberland, called Wal- 
dren’s Ridge, was located the convicts’ camp 
and coal mine called Oliver Springs. 

It is a lonely region inhabited by men who 
are accustomed tothe use of weapons, ana 
who know no fear when engaged in an under- 
taking which they believe to right. 

Tothem the capture ofthe prison stock- 
ades and the release of the convicts was an 
easy task when once they had determined 
thatit was a justifiable act,and the only 
means athand to right a wrong which the 
Legisiature had failed to do.

Buchanan says the lessees want him to order 
a force to conduct convicts back to the 
mines, but heis satisfied that there exists 
now good reason for calling out the militia. 
J. E. Goodwin, sub lessee of convicts at 
Briceville, when asked ifthe convicts would 
be returned to the mines said that 
they would not unless the State authorities 
would grant them protection. He said there 
was no use in taking convicts there to be re- 
leased ina few days. The prison inspectors 
to-day issued an order calling forthe return 
to the main prison of all prisoners serving 
terms for more serious crimes who are now 
at the branch prisons. There were several 
murderers —r the convicts released at 
Coal Creek and Oliver Springs. Telegrams 
received by the Governor report the capture 
in Kentucky and the lessee of about ninety 
escaped convicts. The captors were in- 
structed to return the convicts to the main 

rison at Nashville and they would be paid 
2% for each.

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THE GEOWTH OF WOMEN’S COLLEGES 


The Institutions for Women Alone Are 


Crowded and Prosperous. 


From the New York Sun. 


If the popularity of the woman’s college in- 
creases as rapidly in the nexttwo years as it 
has in the past decade, the girl who does not 
goto college will be regarded asa greater 
anomaly than wasthe first girl considered 
who defied the worldto winher collegiate 
honors. 

Sixteen years ago Smith College opened 
with twelve students; this year it has nearly 
700, and the trustees have voted to bulld two 
more dormitories on the campus at a cost of 
$50,000. The alumn@ have aiready raised 
funds for completing the basement hall and 
swimming baths of the new gymnasium. 

Wellesley College enrolis this year more 
than 700 students and refuses many appli- 
cants on account of limited accommodations. 

More than two hundred students are work- 
ing in the Harvard Annex, including gradu- 
ates of the Cambridge Latin School, Kansas 
University, Wisconsin University, Oberlin 
ana Bryn Mawr colleges.

MORE DWARFS DISCOVERED.

The latest discoveries concerning . the 
Gwarfs have been made this year by the 
French explorer, Gaillard, during his fruitful 
researches on the Upper Sangha River, one 
of the largest northern tributaries of the 
Congo. He found near the towns of important 
chiefs many families of dwarfs, who in that 
region are called the Babingas. They are 

eat elephant bunters. They do not live 
mn the viliages, but camp in the forests. 
They are of less than medium stature, 
are very muscular, are extremely 
skilful in the chase, end their weapons 
are assegais, with a head like that of the har- 
poon. They weartheir hair and beard un- 
cut and have no ornaments. When they feel 
that they havea grievance against a chief 
under whose protection they have been liv- 
ing, they disappear intothe forests without 
saying a word, and begin againin other re- 
gions their livesas nomad hunters. In re- 
turn for the fruits of the chase, with which 
jane f supply the chiefs, vegetables 
and articles of native manufacture are given 
tothem. They area source of profit to the 
tribes among whom yr live, and conse- 
quently they are almost always well treated. 

The discovery of the Babingas adds another 
link tothe almost unbroken chain of these 
dwarf tribes, extending from the region 
west of Gaboon tothe Nile. The Obango of 
Du Chaitiliu, the Babingas of Gatllard, the 
Akka of Schweinfuith, the Tiki-tiki of Stan- 
ley, are ail evidently fragments of an ancient 
tribe of little men, who were probably scat- 
tered to widely separated regions the 
fortunes of war, in which 
were vanquished intruding 
who were physically ., more power- 
ful than themselves. The pbumerous 
dwarfs known as the Batwa, who have deen 
found in the southern part of the Congo bea- 
sin, are also tiear relatives of the people 
north of the Congo. All of them, though 
their various fragments are widely sep 


arated, have the same characteristics. It is 
surprising that such widely separated peo- 
ple, who perhaps had not hea of one an- 


other for some centuries should retain so 
much in common.

THE SCHOOL BOARD COUNT. 


Our election machinery and methods 
must have become crooked indeed when 
we cannot have a straight and fair school 
election in St. Louis. There is no salary 
attached to the office of School Director, 
no chance for a man to make anything out 
of it for himself or his friends, unless he is 
willing to disregard his official oath and 
commit a criminal breach of trust. 

The corrupt use of money or any resort 


to crooked methods to obtain a seat in the 
School Board can therefore be construed 
only as an indication that the seat is 
sought with an eye to boodling opportuni- 
ties; and a similar view of a school direc- 
tor’s privileges must prevail in the board’s 
Election Committee before it can consent 


to seat on questionable returns any candi- 
date who is accused of questionable prac- 
tices. 

If the School Board wishes to retain the 
power to appoint its own election officers 
and to determine the election and qualifi- 
cation of its own members, it must do 
something now to refute the scandals that 
have recently attached to its dealing 
with elections and contested seat cases. 
There were numerous ‘‘suspects’’ among 
the election officers it appointed. It has 
been common street talk that someof them 
were appointed to return certain candi- 
dates as elected, no matter how the people 
should vote, and there is a very unpleasant 
feeling abroad in the community that no 
clean or fair work isto be expected from 
this Election Committee in contested seat 
cases. 

There is no place in which corruption or 
crookedness can be endured with less pa- 
tience by the people than in the body that 
controls our school affairs, especially when 
that body abuses its election authority by 
attempting to seat exposed ringsters whom 
the people defeated at the polls.

ONLY A STARTER. 


By a nine-tenths vote when only a three- 
fourths vote was required, the members of 
the Merchants’ Exchange have amended 
their reserve fund rule so that the money 
can hereafter be invested in improved or 
unimproved real estate whenever ten of 
the thirteen directors and a majority of the 
Exchange members can agree upon a pur- 
chase. But those who thought the old 
rule necessary as a bar to ill-advised in- 
vestments may now find that it will not be 
dangerously easy to secure even such an 
agreement as the amended rule calls for in 
favor of any proposed purchase or site fora 
new Exchange. 

The business and real estate interests 
represented in so large a body evolve so 
many diverse preferences as to location 
that it is generally easier to get a three- 
fourths vote against any named site than 
to find one acceptable to a majority as a 
compromise. We doubt if there is any 
block in any city of the Union which would 
be the first choice of a majority of that 
city’s votersas the location for an expend- 
iture of five or ten millionsona United 
States Custom-house,. 

The representative commercial organiza- 
tion of the great city of the Mississippi 
Valley, the trade center of that magnificent 
Southwest whichin the next ten years is 
bound to increase more in population and 
production than any other equal area in 
the world, should no longer be a 
tenant at the mercy 0of a non- 
resident landlord. It should now 
be the owner of a Merchants’ Exchange 
building commensurate with the present 
and prospective importance of the city’s 
vast and expanding commerce. 

With $600,000 cash as a starter, and prop- 
erty holders on various streets interested 
in tendering eligible sites on inviting 
terms, including liberal inducements 
in the way of bonuses, the directors 
may be able to propose something soon 
which will enlist the hearty co-operation 
of the membership. But not unless a 
majority of the members are guided by that 
public spirit which permits no minor con- 
sideration of private interest or personal 
preference or rivalry to defeat the attain- 
ment of a great public benefit.

FR. HENRY DEAD. 


The Oldest Priest in the St Louis 
Diocese Passes Away. 


HE ENTERED INTO REST TO-DAY AT 


LIVERPOOL, ENGLAND. 


A Cablegram Announcing the Sad Event 


Received by Mr. James F. Brady—The 
Venerable Priest Died in the Home of 
His Brother—His Remains Will Be 
Brought Back—His Life. 


Rev. Father James Henry, the pastor of St. 
Lawrence O’Toole’s‘and the oldest Catholic 
priest in the St. Louls diocese, isdead. His 
death occurred at Liverpool, England, at the 
residence of his brother, whither he had 
gone torecuperate his failing health. The 
news reached St. Louis to-day, the following 
brief cablegram belng received by Mr. Jas. 


T. Brady: 
LIVERPOOL. Nov. 5, 1891. 
Uncle is dead. JAMES H, MCCLOORY. 


Father Henry left St. Louls Sunday, June7 
last. His health,which has been poor for sev- 
eral years, had become critical and he 
took a trip to Europe as the last resort to re- 
gain his failing strength. He went to Carls. 
bad, Germany, the famous Continental 
watering place, and there remained until 
Aug. 1. During that time his health improved 
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Rev. Father James Henry. 
and he wrote home joyful letters announcing 
the return of strength. He left Carisbad for 
Liverpool, England, Aug. 1, and has re- 
mained there ever since atthe residence of 
his brother, Michael Henry, a retired mer- 
chant of Liverpool. His health took a turn 
for the worse upon his arrival in England. 
His intention was to sail for home 
Oct. 7, but a cablegram announced 
that he was tao ill to make 
the trip. Arrangements were then made for 
sailing on the City of Paris Oct. 20, but con- 
tinued illness prevented the venture, for a 
second cadDlegram announced that he was 
too sick to leave, andthe voyage was post- 
poned indefinitely. A third cablegram 
received Saturday last said that 
Father Henry’s condition was criti- 
cal. With him was his nephew, 
James H. McClooey of Hannibal, who went to 
England as soon as he heard of Father 
Henry’s condition. His death was dve to 
Bright’s disdase and a complication of dis- 
orders. 
TO BE BROUGHT BACK. 

The remains will be brought to this city,and 
will be interred Oalvary Cemetery. All 
details are wanting owilngjto the suddenness 
of the sad event. 

Father Henry had made all arrangements 
before his departure for the consummation 
of his life’s work ina grand religious cere- 
mony. He had fixed upon Nov. 29 for the 
consecration to the service of religion for- 
ever of his old beloved church of St. 
Lawrence 0O’Toole. Bishop Fitzgerald 
of Little Rock, Ark., was to have 
performed the ceremony. Archbishop 
kyan of Philadelphia would deliver the ser- 
mon for the occasion. That grand eulogy of 
Father Henry’s work will now become a 
panegyric. That he might have his church 
consecrated, Father Henry left word that 


a small mortgage upon the church 
should be lifted. tne 


money is 
now at hand, and nothing was 
wanting but his own presence to make the 
occasion an epoch in his life. 
SKETCH OF FATHER HENRY. 

Any sketch of Father Henry must of neces- 
sity be lackingin the many detalls which have 
made his life a remarkable one. He was born 
at Oarrickallen, Oounty Oavan, Ireland, 
Aug. 15, 1828. With his parents he came to 
this country in 1848, when he was 20 years old. 
He had made his elementary studies in Ire- 
land. His education he completed at The 
Barrens, Perry County, Mo. This seminary, 
since succeeded by that at Cape Girardeau, 
was the training se of many of the older 
Catholicclergy. Father Henry was ordained 
Jan. 6, 1853, at his alma mater 
by the venerable Archbishop. His first active 
work was heap at g8t. Patrick’s Church, 
Sixth and Biddle streets. He became assist- 
ant pastor of this church under Father Wil- 
liam Wheeler in January, 1853. He remained 
at St. Patrick’s two years, years full of ex- 
citement and _  terror.- It was the 
time that the spirit of Knownothing- 
ism was rampant, and the Catholics 
were in fear of their churches. Father Henry 
was the champion before whom the most 
daring quailed. 

HIS DARING. 

On one occasion a mob threatened to dese- 
crate St. Patrick’s Church. Father Henry 
took his stand at the door and, with a deter. 
mined body of men behind, meited the head 
and frontof the mob. Those days were as 
full of deeds as threats. A mob was on 
the point of assailing St. Patrick’s Church. A 
clash of clans occurred on Biddle street, be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh, andin the melee, 
Violet, a prominent Knownothing, was killed 
and the mob dispersed. Many were the per- 
sonal insults offered the priest, but he re- 
mained firm. 

Aman of so determined aspirit was well 
fitted for pioneer duty, and the arch- 
bishop requested him to organize 
new parish of S&St. Lawrence O'Toole, 
in 1855. Through the generosity of the Cham. 
bers family Father Henry was enabled to 
obtain ground for a church on the northwest 
corner of Fourteenth and O’Fallon streets. 
Here he erected a small church, 

The parish grew rapidly. Father Henry 
began the present church on the southeast 
corner of Fourteenth and O’FaHon streets in 
1865, and completed the work in 1867. 

THE CHURCH BUILDING. 

The church has remained to this day one of 
che most commodious in the city, having a 
pacity of 1,000. At the same time he built the 
parochial residence adjoining the church on 
the west on O’Falion street. Immediately 
across the street from the parochial residence 
he put upa parochial school coevally with 
the church. This school, at the time, was 
one of the largest west of the Allegheny 
Mountains. 

The pioneer work was over with the com- 

letion of the necessary buildings, but the 

etalled work of development remained. The 
debts remained unpaid. 

The old school was not able to accommo- 
date the growing parish and Father Henry 
began his last great undertaking— 
thes building of a new school—in 
1884. The building caf accommodate 500 
en and at present has only a small 

ebt. 

Father Henry was a man who was well 
liked by all with whom hecame in contact. He 
was admired by ali his fellow-clergyme.. 
The regard which his parishioners had for 
him is well known, Adoration Js perhaps 
the best expression for their esteem. 

Father Henry has turned out from his 
school many young men who later foliowed 


in his own foots . Among them are 
Fathers Flannigan, Madden and Foley.

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed to 
urge on Congress said repeal, and the suspension of 
edditional colmage of silver until ap agreement is 
reached between the United States and other nations 
in regard to silver. 

Resolved, That other commercial bodies pe urged 

co-operate and that the attention of the President 

f the United States be called to these resoiutions 
nd that he be reque -in view of his late utter- 
ances relative to a sound monetary system, to call the 
attention of Congress to the subject in his forthcom- 
ing message. 

The resolutions were adopted by a vote of 
21to12, and the committee was appointed 
consisting of President Smith of the Cham- 
ber, Hon. A. R. Hewitt, Carl Schurz, George 
A. Coe and John Sloan.

It is earnestly insisted upon by some highly 
imaginative dreamers, who fancy themselves 
scientific materialists, that the light radiated 
from the printing press has banished super 
stition toa very great extent, at least from 
among civilized peoples. Some inherited 
regard for trivial signs and omens, they 
admit, still lingcrs among women and rather 
feeble-minded men, but they felicitate them- 
selves that they have kicked off this terrest- 

‘mal ball, out into the infinity of space, all the 
countless multitude of fairies, trolls, sylphs, 
undines, gnomes et al., never to return, and 
with those ‘‘viewless creatures of the air,’’ 
have got rid of the congeneric so-called 
ccult sciences, including magic and 
astrology.

He makes always three 
and sometimes as many as five specific divis- 
ions of each business day, giving the chances 
ineach. ‘How have I come out ofit?’ Away 
ahead. Ihaven’t made one serious Dad deal 
since I began working his system, except 
when I tried a filler ortwo, just by way of ex- 
periment, against his advice. I have not 
made anything like so many operations, as I 
would havein the same time if he had not 
been steering, but the eventual outcome, I 
am satisfied, has been better. It may all 
humbug, but I have learned that ft isn’t good 
for me to buy when he says ‘sell,’ or to sell

suicides and death from poison. Poisonous 
medicines administered by mistake, or pol- 
sons administered or taken by inhalation or 
by. way of the stomach with murderous or sul- 
cidal intent, always testify to the severity of 
affliction suffered by Venus frum Saturn in 
the lives of the victims, but especially in 
those days when Saturn is in evil aspect with 
Venus in the heavens atthe sametime. Sat- 
urn was in opposition to Venus in the heavens 
in the middle days of April this year, and the 
press has teemed with accounts of slaughters 
of women and children, and wholesale 
poisonings. A New York paper in its issue 
of April 21, notes the ‘amazing record of 
murder and suicide,’ and well asks the 
‘philosophers’ to account for the great 
‘crime wave.’ ‘‘We have had two poison- 
ings from the inhalation of fas in the Grand 
Union Hotelin New York City and one at the 
Parker House in this city (Boston); we have

He 
urges the petition on the ground that the 
Americanizing and educating of these people 
is not only a blessing to them, but is also of

By a decision of City Counselor W. C. Mar- 
shall just handed tothe Mayor , Contractor 
James Hardy is made master of the garbage 
fleld in St. Louis, and the two costly plants 
of the St. Louis Sanitary Co. cannot begin 
work without making terms with him. When 
the Sanitary company announced that It was 
ready to begin work Contractor James Hardy 
appeared before the Board of Health and 
declared that he would not deliver the 
city garbage to the reducing works without 
extra pay. The board was nonplussed and 
asked Mayor Noonan to help them out of the 
dilemma. The Mayorreferred themto the 
City Counselor. 

The opinion of the City Counselor is quite 
long, quotingthe mostimportant parts of 
contracts thecity has made both with the 
Sanitary company and Contractor Hardy. 
He makes these points: 

The first isthat thatthe city may compel 
Contractor Hardy to deliver garbage at the 
works of the Sanitary Co. without extra 
com pensation. 

The second is that the city has already 
given to Contractor Hardy the right to own 
all the valpable garbage he collects and that 
he cannot be made to deliver valuable garb- 
bage to the works of the Sanitary Co. 

The thirdis thatthecity cannot begin to 
deliver garbage ofany kind to the reduction 
works until the inspectorand weighers are 
appointed. 

The opinion leaves the whole garbage busi- 
ness in a beautiful mess. Contractor 
Hardy may claim that all the 
garbage he _ collects is valuable, and 
refuse togive it tothe Sanitary company 
unless he is paid forit. His brother-in-law, 
Ed Butler, is ore of the stockholders in the 
company, andit may come about that the 
company will havetotake the contractor in 
as a heavy stockowner before it can proceed. 
The Board of Health is in a more troublesome 
quandary than it hasever been, and will 
hold a special meeting tosee what can be 
done. Inthe meantime, the special bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of the Inspector 
and Weighers remains untouched in acom- 
mittee box of the House of Delegates. 


Mr. Cole Did Arnstein’s Work. 


Except the protest of that bluff and 
Straightforward Councilman, Wm. Be 
Anderson, who likes to see things 


done without even the appearance of 
evil, and the attempt of Councilman Albert 
Arnstein’s friends to get up sympathy for 
him seems to be a total fatlure. The members 
of the Railway Committee who deposed 
Councilman Arnstein from his place as Chair- 
man have taken very high ground in explain- 
ing their action, charging Mr. Arnstein 
with neglect of committee work, and 
scoutingthe idea that his connection with 
the combine caused nim to be ousted. There 
are Members of the Oouncll in the combine 
with Mr. Arnstein who will be impressed by 
this excuse. Among them is Councilman 
Nelson Cole. Mr. Coleis on the Committee 
of Enrolled Bills and Mr. Arnstein is chair- 
man of it. Once a week this committee 
has about two hours of hard 
work, It meets and bills that 
have been enrolled by the printer or type- 
writer are compared carefully with the 
original, word for word, so that there may 
be no mistakes. The other day there was 
more work than usual of this kind to be done 
- Chairman Arnstein thought he had not 
he time to give to the bills. So he telephoned 
uptothe Council and asked the secretary 
there toask Mr, Oole to compare the bills 
without him that day. He might have 
telephoned ween sf to Mr. Cole, but this 
would have given that gentleman a chance to 
escape the work thusthrust upon him. The 
secretary went to the telephone, and, calling 
up Mr. Cole, delivered Mr. Arnstein’s mes- 
sage. There was a use at the other end 
of the ’phone where Mr. Cole was, and then 
he ingulred: 

‘‘Why don’t Mr. Arnstein do that him- 
self? That’s what we have a Chair- 
man wor.” There was no reply 
from the Council, and he added: 
‘-Well, I’. have to come up ana do it myself, 
I suppose.’’ He did, too, spending three 
hours that afternoon conning over the bills 
that were to be signed in the evening. 

To-day there is a disposition among the 
Councilmen to accept Councilman William 
Cullinane’s statement that Chairman Arn- 
stein’s removal was due to the committee’s 
objection to him personally and was not in- 
tended to offend the combine. No action will 
be taken toreinstate him Friday night unless 
Councilman Anderson takes the Initiative, 
and it is now doubtful if he will do this. 


Street Cleaning This Winter. 


Scores of applications for light work are 
made to Street Commissioner W.J. Murphy 
every day by mentooold and infirm to do 
heavy day labor. Those men, or many of 


them, at least, belong to thatclass which 
filljthe Poor-house every winter. In summer 
they depend upon | jobs 
around the city to make their living. 
Most of them would rather work 
if they could than subsist on charity, Supt. 
John Duffy and Delegate Thomas J. Brad- 
shaw have been arranginga plan py which 
these men could be assisted, and it will be 
broached to the Assembly Sirgen, Rmrye a by 
Delegate Bradshaw. It is to get about $25,000 
from street appropriations for clean- 
ing the sidewalks and crossings of 
mud, snow and slush during the 
winter, The work under the appropriation 
will goon from November to April, and the 
oldest men of the applicants for employment 
will be usedin this way. Delegate W. H. 
©’ Brien last year tried to get an appropria- 
tion for this purpose while the Comptrolier’s 
bill Was pending in the House, but he met 
with discouragement and gave up the effort. 
He will probably co-operate with Supt. 
Duffy now.

From $15 a Week to a Charming Little 
Fiat With Mother—-A Fortnight at 
Newport — New Hats, Bonnets and 
Dresses and the Poor Brother Out West

New York«, Oct. 22.—For three years of her 
life she operated a typewriter in an office not 
far from the WORLD building.

Trouble in the Ranks of the Brooklyn 
League Club. 


ITS FINANCIAL BACKER WANTS TO JOIN 
THE ASSOCIATION. 


A Story That the League Will Swallow Up 
Its Rival Organization—The California 
Club’s Offer for a Match Between Cor- 
bett and Maher—The Turf and Other 
Sporting News. : 


Trouble has broken out between the big 
three of the Brooklyn National League Club— 
Byrne, Abell and Doyle. According to re- 
ports from the City of Churches Abell is dis- 
satisfied with the club’s position in the Na- 
tional League and desires to return to the 
Association and Sunday games. He has been 
putting up the necessary cash to carry along 
the club during the past two seasons, which 
have been failures financially, and heis dis- 
gusted. Last month, when called upon by 
President Byrne foracontribution, Abell de- 
clined to put up more money and had a 
stormy interview with Byrne. The latter 
then attempted to secure enough cash to buy 
out his stubborn partner, but was unsuccess- 
ful and was compelled to make another ap- 
peal to keep the organization from going to 
the wall. Abell finally consented to pull the 
club through the season, and paid all debts 
in full. He now wants to reorganize the 
entire club both the management and team. 
President Byrne has formeda combine with 
partner Doyle to prevent this, and a struggle 
between the two factions is now in progress. 
As Abell is the money man of the trio, he will 
probably come out on top. Onthe contrary, 
should he failto succeed to knock out the 
Byrne-Doyle combine, he declares that he 
will withdraw from the organization. He is 
supported in his fight, as it reported, by 
the Players’ League. element, who are also 
dissatisfied with the poor showing of the club 
in the League, both financially and in the 
championship race. 


AN ALLEGED LEAGUE SCHEME. 

The New York Heraldis autiority for the 
latest sensation in the base ball world. This 
morning it publishes the following: 

A scheme is said tobe on foot among the base ball 
magnates which, if successfully carried out, will 
revolutionize the present state of affairs in a most 
effective manner. Itisthe formation of one major 
organization consisting of twelve clubs, including 
the present League cities and three cities now hold- 
ing American Association franchises. The twelfth 
club is to be located ina town which already holds a 
League franchise. By this means the Association 
will soon become a thing of the past, and the Na- 
tional League will stand alone asa party of the first 
part in a new national agreement. 

The circu’ will consist of Boston, Brooklyn. New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore. Washington, St 
Louis, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and Indian- 
apolis. In order to bring this arrangement about it 
would be necessary to get rid of the Boston Reds, the 
Athletics of Philadelphia and the clubs in Louisville, 
Columbus and Milwaukee. 

President John B. Day of the New York Club says 
that C. A. Prince, the largest stockholder in the 
Boston Association Club, has within the past few 
days offered to seil his club to his League rivals— 
Soden, Billings and Conant—for a fixed price and 
with the stipulation thatthe other Association clubs 
must be taken care of in some way. It is said also 
that Chris Von der Ahe will accept a place witb the 
new organization‘’’ if he can getit.’’ Vonder Horst 
of Baltimore is also said to be losing sleep for fear he 
will be Jeft out in the cold. 

President Von der Ahe isin Columbus, O., 
to-day socould not be seenin reference to 
theabove, but not mucb credence Is given 
the matter here. The association hasin its 
treasury a controlling interest in the stock of 
each club to prevent any of them from jump- 
ing, and a National League team could not 
succeed in St. Louis, where Sunday base ball 
and a 25-cent rate of admission are neces- 
sary. ~ 

THE ATHLETICS CAPTURE TWO GIANTS. 

First baseman Roger Connor and second- 
baseman Daniel Richardson of the New York 
League team signed three-year contracts 
with the Athletics yesterday. Both men will 
be paid fabulous salaries, in the neighbor- 
hood of $4,500 each per annum, and besides 
the Athietic management have taken 
ten shares of stock in the Yew York team, 
Connor’s property, the stumbling biock 
which prevented the bigfirst baseman and 
the New York management from coming to 
terms. Connor wanted the latter to take the 
stock at the market price and raise his salary 
$1,000, iiichardson claimed that McPhee was 
wetting 4.000, while the Gotham Directors 
were paying him but $2,800. AS 
he ranked higher as a second baseman 
und a batter the past two seasons, he 
concluded that he was surely worth as much 
asthe Cincinnatiinflelder. New York refused 
to accede to their demands and the result is 
that Wagner, Barnie & Co. have captured 
two of the best players in the National 
League. Connor ts a great batter and Rich- 
ardson is one of the greatest second basemen 
on the diamond. The Athletic team will start 
out next season with one of the strong- 
est ageregations in the Association. The 
club will be made up as follows: Connor, 
Richardson and Mulvey on the bases; Cor- 
coran, shortstop; Wood, Larkin and either 
Griffin or Hoy in the outfield; Milligan and 
Cross, catchers; Weyhing, Bowman anda 
crack National League pitcher whom Man- 
ager Barnie is now after, pitchers. Hoy is 
said to have already been signed, but if Grif- 
fin consents to play with the Athietics instead 
of going to Brooklyn, there will be no place 
for Hoy. The Athletics and the Boston and 
Chicago Association teams promise to be 
stronger than any of the League Clubs next 
yearand the question arises how St. Louis 
with a lot of cheap Western League players 
is golng to stand any show in the Association 
race.

CorK, Nov. 6.—To-day is to be settled 
question as to the succession to the 
the House of Commons from the city of C 
made vacant by the death of Charles Ste 
parnell.
